A NUMISMATIC  YEAR 

JOSEPH  COFFIN 

This  year  should  he  a banner  year  for  numismatists  in  general  and  for  the  members  of 
the  American  Numismatic  Association  in  particular.  It  is  a year  of  many  anniversaries, 
most  of  which  are  of  importance  in  commemorating  the  beginnings  of  our  history. 

1492  This  year  is  the  450th  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  America  by  Christopher 
Columbus,  without  which,  of  course,  we  would  have  no  United  States  coins. 

I 542 — California  was  discovered  and  a little  over  three  centuries  later  was  to  con- 
tribute the  gold  which  had  so  much  to  do  with  some  of  the  coins  which  are  in  many 
collections  today. 

1652 — Just  ten  years  short  of  300  years  ago  the  first  mint  in  the  American  Colonies 
was  established  at  Boston  under  the  direction  of  John  Hull.  This  mint  produced  our 
earliest  coins,  including  the  New  England  shillings,  willow,  oak  and  pine  tree  shillings 
and  other  silver  coins. 

1792 — The  opening  of  the  first  United  States  mint.  This  is  by  far  the  most  important 
anniversary  occurring  in  1942.  The  Coinage  Act  of  1792  provided  for  the  establishment 
of  a United  States  Mint  at  Philadelphia.  This  is  indeed  of  interest  to  numismatists,  and, 
not  alone  to  them,  but  to  all  Americans.  In  fact,  the  establishment  of  a government 
mint  was  considered  so  important  that  the  United  States  mint  was  actually  the  first  public 
building  erected  by  the  United  States  Government. 

Robert  Morris  introduced  a hill  in  the  Senate  for  the  beginning  of  our  system  of 
coinage  and  the  building  of  the  first  mint  under  the  direction  of  the  new  United  States 
government.  Most  of  the  famous  men  of  that  time  had  an  interest  in  the  enterprise. 
Washington,  Hamilton  and  Jefferson  sponsored  the  bill  and  helped  it  to  successful 
passage. 

David  Rittenhouse  of  Philadelphia  was  appointed  first  Director  of  the  Mint  by 
George  Washington  and  with  his  assistants  issued,  about  October,  1792,  the  first  silver 
half  dimes,  supposedly  from  the  silver  plate  of  Martha  Washington. 

V 1 1 this  is  commemorated  by  numismatists,  and,  in  fact,  by  all  Americans  this  year. 
But,  while  the  average  American  will  note  the  anniversary  with  interest,  it  has  especial 
significance  to  all  members  of  our  Association  and  it  goes  without  saying  that  with 
this  extra  reason  for  celebrating,  the  Convention  exercises  and  arrangements  this  year 
will  he  doubly  interesting  and  inspiring. 

Another  anniversary  this  year  closely  allied  with  the.  opening  of  the  mint  is  the 
150th  Session  of  the  Annual  Assay  Commission  which  was  held  on  February  11th  at 
the  Philadelphia  Mint.  One  of  the  oldest  institutions  of  our  Government,  this  Com- 
mission, which  inspects  and  assays  the  silver  coins  minted  the  previous  year  has  met 
annually  each  year  since  1792.  The  \merican  Numismatic  \ssociation  was  signally 
honored  this  year  in  having  two  of  its  members  on  the  Commission,  Vernon  L.  Brown, 
of  Brooklyn,  and  Joseph  Moss,  of  Philadelphia. 

IR92  Ibis  is  also  the  fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  appearance  of  our  first  commemo- 
rative coin,  the  Columbia  Half  Dollar.  All  of  us  who  have  admired  the  many  commemo- 
rative coins  that  have  been  issued  since  that  time  are  thankful  for  this  date,  and,  while 
such  commemorative  issues  have  not  been  forthcoming  for  the  last  few  months,  still 
we  all  hope  that  there  will  he  others  in  due  time.

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And,  there  are  other  dates  commemorated  this  year  which  are  of  greater  or  lesser 
importance,  although  at  times  of  more  interest  to  historians  than  to  numismatists, 
excepting  for  the  fact  that  all  true  numismatists  are  intensely  interested  in  history. 
For  example,  in  1742,  three  hundred  years  ago  this  year,  Faneuil  Hall  was  erected,  and 
three  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  were  horn,  William  Hooper,  Arthur 
Middleton  and  James  W ilson.  1942  marks  the  sesquicentennial  of  the  laying  ol  the 
cornerstone  of  the  W hite  House,  the  admittance  of  Kentucky  to  tin*  1 nion  and  the 
issuance  of  the  first  life  insurance  policy  in  the  United  States.  Another  date  celebrated 
this  year  is  March  110,  1867,  the  date  on  which  the  Treaty  purchasing  Alaska  from 
Kussia  was  signed.  This  year  marks  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the  Alaska  purchase, 
a venture  which  was  not  thought  much  of  at  the  time  but  has  since  proved  to  have 
been  well  worthwhile.  Like  California,  Alaska  provided  much  gold  for  our  coinage 
and  in  this  year  of  1942  with  war  conditions  what  they  are  we  may  well  he  thankful 
that  Alaska  is  in  our  hands. 

Looking  hack  at  all  these  important  dates,  the  numismatist  may  well  call  this  “A 
Numismatic  Year”  and  it  would  he  well  for  all  American  Numismatic  Association 
members  to  resolve  to  make  this  year  outstanding  in  every  way,  by  attending  the  Annual 
Convention  in  Cincinnati,  and  by  promoting  things  numismatic  at  all  times  and  in  all 
ways.  There  is  no  excuse  this  year  not  to  introduce  the  subject  of  Numismatics  in 
any  kind  of  company  with  such  dates  as  those  mentioned  above  to  serve  as  a starter. 
This  is  the  year  in  which  you  can  help  by  making  your  activities  stand  forth  in  such 
a way  that  in  1952  we  can  say  “This  is  the  tenth  anniversary  of  numismatics’  best  year.”

The  pottery  was  founded  in  1880  by  Mrs.  Maria  Longworth  Storer,  who  named  it 
Rookwood,  after  her  father’s  country  estate  near  the  city.  In  1883,  Mr.  V . W.  Tayloi 
assumed  the  active  direction  of  the  works  as  the  partner  of  Mrs.  Storer.  Upon  her 
retirement  in  1890  she  transferred  her  interest  to  Mr.  Taylor,  who  formed  the  present 
company,  and  remained  its  controlling  influence  until  his  death  in  1913- — and  then 
hy  will  placed  his  stock  in  the  hands  of  trustees  for  the  perpetuation  of  the  policy 
which  had  given  Rookwood  its  unusual  character  as  an  art  industry.  Under  his  direction 
as  president  the  present  buildings  were  erected  in  1892  and  extended  in  1899  and 
1904.  They  crown  the  summit  of  Mt.  Adams,  one  of  the  city  hills,  and  while  remarkably 
picturesque  in  themselves,  they  command  in  every  direction  beautiful  views  of  the 
river,  the  city  and  its  suburbs. 

The  Pottery  is  managed  on  lines  opposite  to  the  prevailing  factory  system,  as  the 
effort  is  to  attain  a higher  art  rather  than  commercial  output.  Absolutely  no  printing 
patterns  are  used  nor  any  duplicates  made  of  signed  decorated  pieces.  A spirit  of 
freedom  and  liberality  has  prevailed  in  order  to  cultivate  in  every  way  individual 
artistic  feeling  among  the  workers  employed. 

The  decorators  comprise  both  men  and  women,  and  are  drawn  mainly  from  the 
Art  Academy  of  Cincinnati.  The  decorations  are  placed  upon  the  moist  clay  before 
any  firing,  the  colors  being  mixed  with  clay  and  becoming  part  of  the  ware  itself. 
The  pieces,  after  decoration,  are  fired  into  biscuit  and  the  various  glazes  are  applied 
in  subsequent  firings.  These  methods,  while  necessary  to  produce  the  beautiful  under- 
glaze effects  of  Rookwood,  are  rarely  used  elsewhere,  as  they  increase  so  largely  the 
risks  and  expense  of  manufacture. 

The  clays  in  use  for  all  purposes  are  entirely  American  and  largely  from  the  Ohio 
Valley.  These  native  clays  from  the  start  inclined  the  color  quality  toward  yellows, 
browns  and  reds,  and  the  decorative  medium  lent  itself  to  a rather  luxuriant  style  of 
ornament  in  rich  arrangements  of  warm  color,  all  of  which  the  transparent  glazes 
merge  in  deep,  mellow  tones.  Vs  the  command  of  material  has  strengthened,  the  heautv 
of  the  ware  has  steadily  gained  in  a harmony  of  all  the  elements  which  compose  it. 
until  form,  color,  decoration  and  glaze  combine  to  produce  those  things  of  heautv 
which  elude  all  attempts  to  imitate  and  make  Rookwood  a complete  novelty  in  the 
world’s  ceramics.  The  production,  however,  is  not  limited  to  a warm  yellow,  or  red 
tone,  for  even  dark  pieces  are  often  relieved  with  deep,  rich  greens  and  blues.  There 
developed  later  more  advanced  types  of  light  arrangements  in  what  are  known  as 
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'Coins,  Medals  and  Paper  Money  - Bought  and  Soldi

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“Iris,”  “Vellum,”  Soft  Porcelain,  etc.  In  these  we  find  the  same  mellow  tone,  the  same 
soft  brilliancy  as  in  the  older  ware,  which  they  have  largely  superseded,  because 
affording  to  the  artist  a wider  command  of  color.  I o the  earlier  period  belongs  also 
the  famous  “Tiger  Eye,”  first  made  at  Rookwood  in  1884.  I his  is  the  very  first  of  the 
class  known  as  crystalline  glazes,  since  so  extensively  developed  elsewhere.  In  most 
others,  however,  the  crystals  appear  on  the  outer  surface  of  the  glaze.  In  Rookwood 
alone,  entirely  unlike  these  other  types,  the  crystalline  formation  lies  deep  in  the 
substance  of  the  glaze  in  luminous  sheets  of  extraordinary  beauty. 

The  Mat  Glazes  were  first  made  at  Rookwood  in  1896,  and  now  are  among  the  most 
admired  of  its  productions.  In  these  the  special  quality  is  beauty  of  texture,  though 
the  range  and  variation  of  color  is  very  great.  To  many  pieces  decoration  is  applied 
of  flowers  or  other  subjects  broadly  modeled;  of  motives  derived  from  American 
Indian  designs  and  of  other  conventional  ornaments  incised  or  in  relief. 

The  variation  of  the  Mat  Glaze  type,  known  as  “Vellum”  ware,  was  first  shown 
at  St.  Louis  in  1904,  and  pronounced  by  expert  judges  the  only  ceramic  novelty  of 
the  Exposition.  Its  name  indicates  the  peculiar  charm  of  the  glaze  texture  and  it 
presents  for  the  first  time  the  extraordinary  achievement  of  a transparent  mat  glaze 
developed  in  the  fire  and  not  by  acid  or  other  after-treatment. 


The  “Ombroso”  type  of  mat  glaze  was  brought  out  in  1910.  The  colors  are  usually 
in  quiet  tones  of  gray  and  brown,  with  occasional  accents  of  other  colors,  and  the 
decorations,  if  any,  of  relief  modeling  or  incised  designs. 


At  Easter,  in  1915,  the  thirty-fifth  year  of  Rookwood  was  marked  by  the  public 
appearance  of  Rookwood  soft  Porcelain.  It  represents,  as  usual,  years  of  chemical 
research  and  kiln  trials,  and  is  characterized  by  rich,  heavy  color  glazes  flowing  over 
forms  perfectly  plain  or  decorated  with  low-relief  modeling  or  painted  design. 


For  its  fortieth  anniversary,  Rookwood  revived  its  famous  “Tiger  Eye”  in  a new 
and  more  varied  range  of  color.  This  was  followed  by  many  other  refinements  of 
glaze  textures;  among  them  waxy-textured  mats,  and  the  brighter  butterfat  surfaces. 
Then  came  a gradual  and  full  perfection  of  the  “Oxblood”  and  Flambe  types,  originated 
long  ago  by  the  great  Chinese  potters  who  set  a pace  in  fine  ceramics,  long  since  studied. 


Rookwood’s  Fiftieth  Year  brings  out  a rich  red,  other  than  Ox-blood,  also  one  of 
the  Chinese  mysteries.  Likewise  Rookwood  has  now'  added  new  glaze  qualities  in  wax 
mat,  crystalline  and  aventurine. 


And  in  decoration,  intensive  cultivation  of  frank  feeling  for  pottery  imbues  the 
ware  with  a fresh,  new  spirit,  distinct  from  the  classic  in  Europe  or  the  traditional 
Chinese  or  Persian.  Thus  it  has  always  a contemporary,  living  interest,  however  it 
may  respect  the  principles  which  underlie  all  good  art.

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THE  TAFT  MUSEUM 

Re-print  from  an  article  in  The  Bulletin  of  the 
Cincinnati  Art  Museum,  January,  1933. 

On  November  29,  1932,  the  Taft  Museum  was  opened  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Cincinnati  Institute  of  Fine  Arts.  The  Institute  was  formed  in  192,  ‘‘to  further  the 
musical  and  artistic  education  and  culture  of  the  people  of  Cincinnati  . . . At  that 
time  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Taft  gave  one  million  dollars,  their  home  and  the  land  on  which 
it  stands,  and  their  fine  collection  of  paintings,  porcelains,  and  other  works  of  art 
conditional  upon  tin*  contribution  by  others  of  two  million  five  hundred  thousands 
dollars  for  the  purposes  of  the  Institute.  A campaign  for  the  endowment  fund  was 
successfully  completed  on  November  20,  1928,  with  subscriptions  totaling  over  two 
million  seven  hundred  thousand  dollars.  A beautifully  hound  and  illuminated  hook 
dedicated  to  the  Cincinnati  Institute  of  Fine  Arts  and  containing  a history  of  its 
origin  and  foundation  is  to  he  found  in  the  Music  Room  of  the  Museum.  It  contains  the 
names  of  all  donors  to  the  Institute.  This  valuable  record  is  the  gift  of  Mr.  Herbert 
(freer  French.  Mrs.  Taft  in  her  will  bequeathed  one  million  dollars  to  the  Institute 
to  he  used  for  the  reorganization  of  the  house  as  a museum  and  for  its  maintenance. 
It  is  not  alone  this  tangible  expression  of  her  generosity  and  that  of  her  husband  that 
we  remember,  hut  the  thought  and  energy  which  they  devoted  to  the  accumulation  of 
outstanding  works  of  art.  The  Taft  Museum  stands  today  as  an  inspiring  gift  from 
them  to  the  citizens  of  Cincinnati. 

The  house  is  made  up  of  one  central  unit  containing  three  lofty,  well-proportioned 
rooms  and  two  wings  extending  north  and  south  with  smaller  rooms.  The  spacious 
rectangular  entrance  hall  on  an  east  and  west  axis  opens  in  the  middle  of  the  structure 
into  a corridor  extending  the  complete  length  of  the  building  from  north  to  south. 
All  of  the  rooms  open  into  these  halls  at  regularly  spaced  intervals.  The  front  with 
its  classical  portico,  which  faces  west,  gives  the  impression  of  a single-storied  mansion 
with  an  attic  and  basement.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  building  is  successfully  adapted 
to  a gently  sloping  hill,  there  is  at  the  hack  or  eastern  exposure  a basement  floor. 
Mr.  Sinton  added  a wing  to  the  northeast,  which  is  now  devoted  to  administration. 
Mrs.  I aft  enlarged  the  southern  wing  in  order  to  make  a more  spacious  dining  room. 
I here  was  very  little  alteration  of  the  original  floor  plan  in  making  these  additions. 
\\  ith  the  exception  of  the  mantels  and  chair  rails,  all  of  the  original  woodwork  has 
remained  intact.  During  the  recent  reconstruction,  additional  wooden  cabinets  were 
built  in  as  architectural  units  to  facilitate  the  installation  of  the  Chinese  porcelains. 
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Their  design  was  based  on  woodwork  already  in  the  rooms  and  on  similar  cabinets 
found  in  two  houses  in  Richmond,  Kentucky,  1 > 11  i 1 1 in  1818  and  1820.  In  the  course  of 
remodeling  it  was  possible  to  determine  the  original  position  and  size  of  the  chair 
rails,  which  have  heen  replaced.  The  elaborate  marble  mantels  of  about  1860,  which 
had  taken  the  place  of  simple  wooden  ones,  were  removed  and  other  wooden  mantels 
of  the  period  of  the  house  where  installed.  These  were  taken,  for  the  most  part,  from 
old  houses  in  the  vicinity  of  Cincinnati.  In  two  of  the  rooms  ami  the  ball  we  found 
traces  of  the  original  tinting  of  the  walls — powder  blue,  lemon  yellow,  and  grey-green. 
Here  these  colors  have  been  used.  Owing  to  the  replastering  of  the  other  rooms  it 
was  iu>t  possible  to  determine  what  the  wall  treatment  bad  been.  In  these  we  have  used 
colors  popular  in  the  1820’s — grey,  violet,  and  light  blue. 

Mrs.  Taft  bad  told  us  of  the  frescoes,  in  reality  oil  paintings  on  plaster,  which  were 
on  the  walls  of  the  main  entrance  ball.  When  the  paper  and  many  coats  of  old  varnish 
were  removed,  these  paintings  were  found  in  excellent  condition.  There  are  eight 
romantic  landscapes  and  four  overdoors— two  of  these  represent  bowls  of  flowers  and 
fruit;  and  two,  the  American  eagle.  All  of  them  have  painted  borders  in  imitation  of 
rococo  frames.  The  murals  are  by  Robert  S.  Duncanson,  who  was  active  in  Cincinnati 
between  1843  and  1831.  Cist  in  Cincinnati  in  1851  makes  the  following  note  with  regard 
to  Duncanson: 

“R.  S.  Duncanson,  1843.  Fruit,  fancy  and  historical  paintings,  and  landscapes.” 
Then  follows  a list  of  the  names  of  people  owning  Duncanson’s  works,  among  which 
appears  that  of  Nicholas  Longworth.  The  Art  Museum  is  fortunate  in  owning  an 
excellent  signed  and  dated  landscape  by  the  artist.  A comparison  of  the  murals  in  the 
Taft  Museum  with  this  signed  picture  leaves  no  doubt  concerning  their  authorship. 
The  treatment  of  the  rock  and  tree  forms,  the  drawing,  the  color,  the  sensitive  feeling 
for  atmospheric  perspective,  and  the  sympathetic  handling  of  flowers  and  water  are 
similar.  Duncanson  left  Cincinnati  and  eventually  went  to  England  where  he  obtained 
some  success,  and,  according  to  tradition,  died  in  Detroit.  His  father  was  a Scotchman 
and  bis  mother  a negress. 

The  ceilings  of  the  hall  as  well  as  the  three  large  reception  rooms  in  the  central 
unit  of  the  house  retain  their  original  plaster  ornamentation  made  up  of  classical 
mouldings,  acanthus  leaves,  and  eagles.  None  of  this  ceiling  decoration  is  carried  into 
tin-  north  and  south  wings,  with  the  exception  of  the  dining  room,  where  the  ornamen- 
tation is  a later  addition  made  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Taft. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  restore  the  interior  as  nearly  as  possible  to  its  original 
condition.  A careful  inspection  of  the  woodwork  proved  that  the  original  color  was 
a pure  white.  We  have  already  mentioned  the  treatment  of  the  wall  surfaces.  In  addition 
to  the  colors  discussed  above,  wall  paper  borders  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  nineteenth 
century  have  been  used  in  several  rooms.  The  dressing  of  the  windows  was  based  on 
plates  from  M cables  et  Objets  fie  Gout  published  from  1810  to  1820.  The  overdraperies 
are,  with  the  exception  of  those  in  the  offices,  of  materials  dating  from  approximately 
1820.  We  know'  from  advertisements  in  the  early  papers  and  directories  that  wealthy 
people  of  Cincinnati  were  buying  many  things  manufactured  in  France  and  England, 
and  that  they  were  also  in  contact  with  such  fashionable  centers  as  Philadelphia  and 
Alexandria.  It  may  he  of  interest  to  submit  a few  of  the  advertisements  because  of 
their  bearing  on  the  restoration  and  installation  of  the  interiors.  In  Liberty  Hall, 
December  11.  181 1,  appeared  the  following: 

"Renj.  Adamson.  Mahogany  furniture.  The  subscriber  having  just  arrived 
from  the  city  of  Alexandria  . . . will  carry  on  the  Cabinet  Making  Busines- 
in  all  branches.” 

The  Western  S[>y  for  January,  1820.  carried  the  following  advertisement  of  Allen  and 
Radger.  Paper  Hanging  Manufactory:

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“They  have  on  hand,  besides  their  own  make,  French  papers  with  borders  to 
match,  likewise  following  landscape  views:  View  of  the  Monuments  of  Paris; 

View  of  the  Banks  of  the  Bosphorus;  Views  in  Italy;  Indian  Scenery;  Marine 
Views;  Elysian  Fields;  English  Gardens;  Roman  and  Spanish  Scenery;  Grecian 
Festivals;  Cupid  and  Psyche— calculated  to  form  pictures,  with  borders  in 
imitation  of  a frame.” 

In  1819  various  firms  advertised  Venetian  blinds  and  the  importations  of  printed 
fabrics.  The  Western  Spy  for  August  10,  1820,  carried  an  advertisement  in  which  a 
cabinet  maker  announced  that  he  was  “weil  acquainted  with  the  newest  and  most 
fashionable  patterns  of  cabinetwork  executed  in  Philadelphia.  In  1 he  Daily  Gazette 
for  January,  1829,  appeared  the  following: 

“Carpets,  Blankets,  etc.  J.  \\  . & <>.  B.  Blachly.  Having  lately  rec’d  a few  piece* 
of  imported  carpetings  of  very  rich  patterns,  . . .” 

For  January  1,  1830,  it  carried  an  advertisement  for  andirons,  shovels,  tongs,  bras* 
fenders,  etc.  Again,  on  January  26,  1830,  the  following  articles  were  announced  for 
sale:  “Bronze  and  gilt  clocks;  Shepherd  and  flute;  Bronze  and  gilt  Grecian  lamps, 
2,  3 or  4 lights;  Bronze  chandeliers  with  figures  representing  the  Dance  of  Canova; 
Large  alabaster  vases  for  sideboards,  profile  handles,  and  vine  wreaths;  Etruscan  agate 
vases  with  Raphael  ornaments;  Groups  of  the  Graces;  Figures  of  Napoleon;  Alabaster 
lamps;  Candlesticks  for  pianofortes.”  A firm,  Ross  and  Geyer,  advertised  in  The 
Cincinnati  Directory,  1836-37,  chairs  made  by  the  \\  estern  Chair  Manufactory  and 
illustrated  types  similar  to  those  in  the  Taft  Museum.  As  a matter  of  fact,  the  adver- 
tisements in  the  papers  and  directories  through  the  1820’s  and  30's  give  a vivid  picture 
of  what  the  Cincinnati  homes  contained  at  that  time.  It  was  from  items  such  as  these 
that  the  treatment  of  the  rooms  in  the  Museum  was  evolved.  The  restoration  of  the 
exterior,  which,  with  the  exception  of  a Victorian  entrance  doorway,  modern  blinds, 
and  dormer  and  bay  windows,  had  sustained  few  changes  since  1820,  was  based  on  a 
colored  print  of  the  house,  which  was  found  in  a rare  publication  called  The  Memorial 
of  the  Golden  Wedding  of  Nicholas  Longworth  and  Susan  Longuorth,  Celebrated  in 
Cincinnati  on  Christinas  hive,  11157.  In  this  print  the  original  grilles  of  the  basement 
windows,  the  paneled  blinds,  several  pairs  of  which  were  found  in  storage,  the 
small-paned  windows,  and  the  general  lines  of  the  early  doorway  were  illustrated. 

Our  idea  with  regard  to  installation  was  to  provide  a dignified  background  for  the 
Taft  collection — this  background  to  reflect  the  feeling  of  a home  of  the  first  quarter 
of  the  nineteenth  century.  In  order  to  do  this,  it  was  necessary  to  provide  the  rooms 
not  only  with  window  draperies,  andirons  and  fenders,  but  also  with  floor  rovering* 
and  furniture.  We  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  several  pieces  of  furniture  from  the 
workshop  of  Duncan  Phyfe  which  were  formerly  in  the  Louis  Guerineau  Myers 
collection.  These  have  been  supplemented  by  old  chairs  which  harmonize  with  the 
Duncan  Phyfe  style  and  provide  visitors  wtih  seating  accommodations  which  do  not 
destroy  the  spirit  of  the  rooms.  The  floor  coverings,  reproductions  of  original  carpets, 
although  not  carried  to  the  baseboards  because  of  the  difficulty  of  museum  house- 
keeping, obviate  the  disagreeable  clatter  of  bare  floors  in  period  rooms.  W e have  also 
avoided  the  roping  off  of  whole  or  parts  of  rooms  as  would  have  been  nece-sarv  had 
we  used  valuable  old  carpets  or  rugs.  It  was  our  feeling  that  it  was  more  important  to 
preserve  the  home  atmosphere,  which  results  from  free  access  to  the  rooms  and 
comfortable  seating  facilities,  than  to  give  visitors  mere  glimpses  into  forbidden 
territory. 

The  collection  itself  is  significant  because  of  the  wide  variety  of  interests  >hown 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  I aft  and  also  because  of  their  insistence  on  quality  in  whatever  they 
acquired. 

It  is  surprising  how  successfully  the  architecture  of  the  early  republic  lends  itself 
to  the  exhibition  of  the  collection.  There  is  an  abstract  unity  derived  from  classical 
ideals  in  this  period  which  does  not  force  itself  upon  the  spectator.  The  restraint 
shown  by  the  designer  of  the  this  house  and  the  logical  manner  in  which  hall-  and 
rooms  lead  into  one  another  make  for  enjoyment  of  the  object*  of  art.
